“That the Governor Generai he 
previded with the necessary civil 
advisers in order to relieve him of 
the present necessity of selecting 
such advisers from the United 
States Army. 

“That the Federal reserve sy:.t?m 
should he extended to the Philip- 
pine Islands. 

“That one or more Federal innd 
banks should be established in the 
Phillippines to provide loans at 
reasonable interest rates for the 
farmers who now pay from 12 to 
30 per cent interest. 

“That-the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture establish a suf- 
ficient number of experiment sta- 
tions in the Philippine Islands to 
properly develop the agricultural 
resources of the island. 


Would Not Amend Jones Act. 


“That the fundamental law gov- 
erning the Philippines, known ag 
the Jones act, be not amended or 
changed at this time. 

“That the Philippine Legislature 
should amend the Philippine land 
law, with proper safeguards, s0 as 
to bring about such conditions as 
will attract capital and business ex- 
perience for the development of the 
production of rubber, coffee and 
other tropical products, some of 
which are controlled by monopo- 
lies. 

“That no amendment be made at 
this time to the Philippine land 
law by the American Congress. 

“That the Philippine Government 
withdraw from private business at 
the earliest possible date.” 

Establishment of an independent 
Government department to admin- 
ister the islands and other over- 
seas territory was urged in the re- 
port, which said also that Minda- 
nao and Sulu should not be sep- 
arated from the recainder of the 
islands as has been suggested in 
Congress.

Report Sent to Congress. 


In a ‘message transmitting the 
report to Congress, President Cool- 
idge said Col. Thompson's recom- 
mendations closely follow the rec- 
ommendations included in his ag- 
nual message to Congress.

Prompt action by the victim of 
a holdup who was not afraid to 
shoot as soon as he could get his 


hand on his revolver, and the 1l2rt- 
ness of a 23-year-old probationary 
patrolman, who joined in the chase, 
shooting as he ran, resulted in the 
wounding and capture of a Negro 
robber shortly before noon ‘today. 

The robber, John Burrows;, 19 
years old, of 3707 Hickory stree:, 
was shot.in the back after the 
chase, which ended near Boyle and 
Sarpy avenues. He made his way 
to a doctor's office at Manchester 
and Vandeventer avenues, ware} 
he was arrested. His condition 's | 
serious. 

The chase began at the grocery 
kept by Julius Sohnle, 32 years 
Old, at 4255 Sarpy avenue. The 
Negro had made trivial purchases 
from Sohnle and suddenly drew 
a revolver, ordering him to hold 
up his hands. He took $90 from 
the cash register but overlooked 
Sohnie’s own. revolver which lay 
beside it. 

Victim Follows, 

As he ran out the door into an 
alley east toward Boyle avenue, 
Sohnle snatched up the revoly2r 
and raced after him shooting. He 
and the Negro exchanged shots at 
intervals on the wuy down the al- 
ley. 

A block away, Probationary Pa- 
trolman Paul Meyer heard the 
shots and ran into the alley ‘from 
his station at Clayton and LBoyle 
avenues. The policeman fired five 
times at the fleeing robber and 
Sohnle emptied his revolver. The 
robber fired back several times at 
Sohnle and three times at the po- 
liceman, who was fresher and wuvt- 
distanced Sohnle as the chase w.-nt 
on. When the robber reached a 
vacant lot off the alley at Sarah 
street he disappeared; but Meyer 
was certain he was wounded and 
began a canvass of the neighbor- 
hood. 

Doctor Reports Wounded Patient. 

Meanwhile Dr. E. L. Epperson. 
who has an office in the Manches- 
ter Bank Bullding, at Manchester 
and Vandeventer avenues, reported 
to the Newstead Avenue Station 
that a Negro wounded'in the back 
had just come to hiréA for treat- 
ment. Capt. Loepker,.Sohnle and | 
Patrolman Meyer hastened to the 
doctor's office and identified Bur- 
rows. He admitted the holdup. 
according to .Capt. Loepker, and 
pointed to a radiator neer the door 
of the doctor'stoffice. Behind it 
the police found the money he had 
taken from Sohnle’s store. 

Patrolman Meyer, who resides at 
4036 De Tonty street, joined the 
force Oct. 14 last and spent 30 
days at the Police School. He had 
been walking a beat for little more 
than a month.

for a long time to come. I learned 
that all Filipinos with the excep- 
tion of a small radical minority, 
really hope for an ultimate settle- 
ment of their relations with thie 
United States on a basis which 
would eventually give them com- 
plete autonomy in internal affairs 
but with the United States direct- 
ing all foreign relations.” 

Present Deadlock Discussed. 

Regarding the deadlock between 
the Governor-General and the Leg- 
islature, Col, Thompson said “Te 
sponsibility for the friction appears 
to be divided between the execu- 
tive and the legislative branches 
of the Government.” 

The Legislature has been trying 
to exercise powers vested in the 
Governor-General, he said, while 
on the other hand the “military 
atmosphere of the present admin- 
istration’”’ caused the Governor- 
General to be “surrounded by a 
group of American army officers’’ 
who although having “excellent 
military records” still “evidently 
lack training dnd experience in the 
duties of civil government and in 
dealing with legislative bodies and 
civilian offcials.” 


On the whole however, he said, 
Gen. Wood “is to be commended 
for his efficient conduct of affairs 
during his administration. Never- 
theless, he recommended that civil- 
ian government replace the pres- 
ent military one, since “internal 
problems of the island are now 
primarily those of civil administra- 
tion and economic development.” 


No Evidence of Sedition. 


No evidence of anti-American- 
ism or danger of insurrection or se- 
dition was observed by Col. Thomp- 
son to an extent to render military 
control necessary. 

Discussing the responsibility of 
the United States toward the Phil- 
ippines, Col. Thompson _§ said this 
Government should not take from 
the Filipino people their aspira- 
tions to govern themselves when- 
ever they are able to stand erect as 
an independent people, a condition 
of which the United States must be 
the final judge. 

He stressed the point that in- 
stead of reducing the internal au- 
tonomy, such autonomy ought to 
be gradually extended, thus con- 
vincing the Filipinos that Ameri- 
ca’s object is to “facilitate and ex- 
pedite the growth of a strong, 
united nation with sufficient de- 
velopment of its natural wealth to 
insure a revenue great enough to 
provide for the proper function of 
government.”

Nine Whisky-Carrying Ships 

~ Are Seized by Federal 
Dry Agents on Lake 
Worth.

WEST PALM BEACH, Flia., Dec. 
22.—One of the biggest liquor con- 
sypiracies in the history of Florida 
has been smashed, it was said today 
at the Federal prohibition head- 
quarters for Florida. 

Sheriff Knight of Indian River 
County, his chief deputy and 14 
others were under arrest and nine 
rum-running vessels with cargoes 
of 30,000 quarts of whisky were 
under seal in Lake Worth waters 
near the town of Lake Worth. Fed- 
eral agents announced that other 
developments were imminent.

MEDICAL NEWS SERVICE 
WILL BROADEN ITS SCOPE 


General Health Problems, in Addi- 
tion to Tuberculosis, Will Be 
Discussed for Physicians. 

The second series of medical 

news service articles, which will in- 
clude the letast information on 
general health problems as well] as 
tuberculosis, is being compiled, and 
the first article will be issued this 
week, according to Dr. A. J. Mc-

PAN-AMERICAN 
FLYERS HOP OFT 
TO TAMPICO, MEX

BROWNSVILLE, Tex., Dec. 
—The five American Army 
planes took off from Laguna Ma- 


dre, 20 miles from here, this aft- 
ernoon, on the second lap of their 
20,000-mile good-will flight around 
South America. The next stop is 
Tampico, Mex., 253 miles away. 

The flagship “‘New York” took 
off at 2:29 p. m. and the others 
followed immediately. Today’s 
flight was delayed by fog, which 
came up this morning. The flyers 
flew from San Antonio yesterday. 

The first lap of the 20,000-mile 
tour from San Antonio yesterday 
was made under circumstances con- 
sidered highly satisfactory to the 
pilots. 

Maj. Dargue and his nine flying 
companions were enthusiastic over 
the behavior of their machines. 
stating that every plane had func- 
tioned perfectly during the 260- 
mile hop from Sa@ Antonio. The 
planes proved their aquatic abilities 
when they took the water with the 
grace of sea birds. 

A speed of more than 90 miles 
an hour was maintained and Maj. 
Dargue was confident the machines 
would be able to pull the pilots 
through every contingency. 

Messages from Tampico state the 
flvers will be greeted by Gov. Portis 
Gil of the State of Tamaulipas, the 
Tampico civil and military offi- 
cials, as well as the American col- 
ony which planned to turn out en 
masse. 

Although the itinerary is subject 
to change to conform to weather 
conditions on the east coast of Mex- 
ico, the flyers hope to spend the 
Christmas holidavs in Mexico City 
From Tampico they plan to hop to 
Vera Cruz and then to Mexico City. 


PLOT TO LOOT UNION TREASURY 
OF $268,000 I$ ALLEGED 


NEW YORK, Dec. 22.—After 17 
members of Local No. 3, Electrical 
Workers’ Union, had been notified 
to appear for trial on bribery 
charges in Washington, President 
Richard L. O’Hara of the local and 
160 other officers, agents and mem- 
bers conspired to loot the treasury 
of $268,000, Supreme Court Justice 
Crain has been informed.

RECALL MOVE 
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INTRODUCED IN HOUSE 


Andrews’ Plan Seeks Manufac- 
ture of 3,000,000 Gallons 
of Medicinal Liquor. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—A bill 


to carry out Assistant Secretary of 
the Treasury Andrews’ recommen- 
dation for the manufacture of 3,- 
000,000 gallons of medicinal whis- 
ky was introduced today by Chair- 
man Green of the House Ways and 
Means Committee. 

Green introduced only the title 
of the bill, but this will enable him 
to turn over the text later, even 
though the House may not be in 
session. 

The tentative draft of the bill, 
which still must be passed upon by 
Green, would provide: 

Appropriation of $35,000.000 for 
Government purchase of stock, to 
be issued by the proposed distill- 
ing corporation, if so desired. 

Issuance of 800,000 shares of pre. 
ferred stock in the corporation, 
with a par value of $100 a share, 
and 800,006 shares of common 
stock with no par value, 

Limitation of the profits that 
could be made by the corporation. 

A board of directors of nine 
members, to be appointed for the 
corporation in the initial years by 
the Secretary of the Treasury. Aft- 
er the corporation begins to func- 
tion the directors would be elected 
by the stockholders.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2?2.—The 
rivers and harbors bill was passed 
by the Senate last night by e vote 
of 57 to 9§. 

All provisions proposed by the 
Senate Commerce Committee as 
amendments to the House bill re- 
ceived approval. The measure now 
goes to conference. 

The bill as approved by the Sen- 
ate authorizes the expenditure of 
about $70,000,000 on river and har- 
bor improvements in all sections of 
the country. The figure is higher 
than the House provided. 

Supporters of the bill are confi- 
dent that an early agreement will 
be reached in conference and that 
the measure will be in the hands 


of President Coolidge well before 
March 4. 


Illinois River Project.

MAKING PUZZLES. 
SAM LOYD tells how in Liberty. 

HE most puzzling thing about puzzies 
layman who tries to solve them 
is how they are made. Sam Loyd, whose 
puzzles have for years bewildered people, 
explains, in an article in Liberty, how he 
makes them and makes it sound incredibly 
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to building the plot of a short story.” Loyd 
“In the first place, I always know 
the general class in which a puzzie germ 
befonas. If it is to be a puzzie using pieces, 
such as chessmen or biocks, I shift the 
pieces around at random until some central 
idea occurs to me. If it is in the form of 
a conundrum, I review in my mind a iot 
ef other conundrums. If I am after a 
diagrammatic puzzle, I work over a number 
of older diagrams to get my mind operating 
along that line Sometimes I have 
a deliberate intent to mislead people.

UR grandmothers revelied in 

sour-cream cakes, gingerbread 

and cookies made from sour 
cream, but we who buy our cream 
in half-pint bottles and seldom 
bake count it a minor tragedy 
when the cream sours.
